A Christmas 


A happy Christmas can 
change in a few moments into 
a family tragedy, warns 
fire chief Ralph Lawlor. In 
homes where fire safety pre- 
cautions are neglected. 

The Fire Chief urges the 
public to exercise special 
care in the setting up and 
decoration of Christmas Trees 
and draws attention to the 
following important points: 

IF PLANS CALL FORA 
NATURAL TREE, IT SHOULD 
BE BOUGHT FRESH AND 
GREEN, AND KEPT OUT - 
DOORS OR IN AN UNHEAT- 
ED GARAGE BEFORE BEING 
BROUGHT INTO THE HOME 
FOR DECORATING. THEN, 
ONE OR TWO INCHES 
SHOULD BE CUT DIAGON- 
ALLY FROM THE BUTT, AND 
THE TREE SHOULD BE SET 
UP WITH THE BUTT IN 
WATER WHICH SHOULD BE 
MAINTAINED ABOVE THE 
LEVEL OF THE CUT. 

Fire Chief Lawlor points 
out that tests have proved 
that the safest tree is a tree 
with its butt set in water. 
However, if a tree has dried 
out before it is set up, it 
cannot regain its safe moisture 
level. A dry tree can be ig- 
nited by a single match, to 

burn violently to a charred state 
in a few seconds. 

Even artificial trees can 
be serious fire hazards. Met- 
allic trees are conductors of 
electricity and should not be 
decorated with strings of lights, 
but should be illuminated with 
floodlights. Some plastic trees

President Calvin Coolidge inaugurated the custom 
of a national community Christmas tree in Washington, 
D.C., when he was presented with a large evergreen 
by the University of Vermont, in 1923.

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Carols Express Yule Joy, 


Echoing Across the Ages 


Voices rise in songs of joy 
and ‘praise. As the joyous 
season arrives, the vibrant 
sound of carolers is heard in 
churches, at family gather- 
ings, in groups going from 
house to house to celebrate 
with song. 

Carols are as much a part 
of the Yuletide as the tree, 
gifts and Santa himself, 

It all began with the first 
carols in the 13th century, 
says the Encyclopedia Amer- 
icana. 

The earliest English carols 
were composed anonymous- 
ly, perhaps by clergymen or 
court musicians. Simple 
tunes and strong rhythms 
were characteristic, and the 
musical form featured a re- 
frain, to repeat before and 
after each stanza. 

Words were written, gen- 
erally, in the English ver- 
nacular or in “macaronic” 
form — a combination of 
English and Latin. 

The first printed collection 
of carols appeared in 1521. It 
included the “Boar's Head 
Carol,” still sung during 
Christmas dinner at Queen's 
College, Oxford, England. 

Even then, however, the 
practice of passing on car- 
ols orally, from generation 
to generation, continued. 
Among these were carols in 
ballad form, such as “I Saw 
Three Ships” and ‘The Cher- 
ry Tree Carol.” 

Caroling fell into disrepute 
in the 17th century, and car- 
ol singing was forbidden by 
the English Puritans. Those 
who colonized America car- 
ried this disapproval with

An old custom of the Aus- 
trian Tyrol is the Christmas 
yodel, Traditionally, the 
Yuletide yodel—a song with- 
out words — may be impro- 
vised, or it may be based on 
the tune of a familiar carol.

After the Restoration, in 
1660, caroling was once again 
permitted and the custom 
slowly revived. 

Some of the most popular 
Carols date from the 18th and 
19th centuries, These include 
“Adeste Fideles,” possibly by 
Francis Wade; “Hark! The 
Herald Angels Sing,” with 
words by Charles Wesley and 


music by Felix Mendelssohn; | 


| words by Isaac Watts, music 
by George Frederic Handel. 

Probably the most popular 
of all carols is the 19th cen- 
tury “Silent Night,” with 
words by Joseph Mohr, the 
village priest of Hallein, Aus- 
| tria. 

Many stories are told about 
the way this carol came to be 
written, One legend says that 
on a snowy Christmas Eve 
in 1818, Father Mohr went to 
bless the newborn baby of a 
poor parishioner.

The Daily 
Intelligencer of 1917 makes 
reference to three fatal crashes 
at Mohawk during this period, 
July 12th, August 13th, and 
August I7th. 

Vernon and Irene Castle 
were much in social demand 
during their stay in Deseronto 
and performed at many charity 
and benefit shows in Deseronto 
and Camp Borden. An article 
in the "Montreal Star" dated 
Sept. 22, 1917, mentions 
Castles! visit to the Patriotic 
Cabaret at Montreal's Ritz 
Carleton Hotel, splendid in 
the uniform and silver wings of 
the experienced pilot. A former 
resident and student pilot at 
Mohawk, Joseph E. Goold, 
relates about Castle, "He was 
not only a first rate instructor, 
but everyone was so fond of 
him". 

Very little is known about 
the Castles! life in Deseronto 
“and that of their two daughters, 
however, many tales are still 
told in Deseronto by those 
fortunate enough to cross their 
path. Tales of Castles' flashy 
sports car and of his parties 
at Belleville's Quinte Hotel 
all makes for interesting listen- 
ing. 

Friends and acquaintances 


throughout the Brigade and 
in Deseronto and Belleville 


were shocked to hear of his 
crash and subsequent death 
at Benbrook Field in Texas 
on Feb.16, 1918. He was 
not to cheat death a second 
time. Castle had accompanied 
his squadron when 43 Wing 
was moved from Deseronto 
to Texas for winter flying 
on Nov. |7, |917 and had 
only been instructing there 
for three months before his 
fatal accident. He had just

taken off on the morning of 
Feb. |6 with his student, 
Cadet R. Peters when at 
fifty feet they were suddenly 
confronted with another JN4 
on a collision course with 
them. Castle being the fine 
pilot he was, immediately 
took evasive action by 
quickly darting underneath 
the approaching aircraft 
and pulled up into an 
immelmann turn. The aircraft 
lost flying speed, stalled 
and plunged to the ground. 
Vernon died 20 minutes 
later after being extracted 
from the wreckage. The 
student, Cadet Peters sur- 
vived the crash, his only in- 
jury being a blackened eye. 
An interesting observation 
is that Castle was sitting in 
the front pit and received 
the full force of the engine. 
Normally, the R.F.C.. 
method of instruction placed 
the student in the front pit,

Mare and more, Santa be- 
comes the favored gift-giv- 
er in countries around the 
world, replacing a host of 
legendary figures who were 
said to bring gifts at this 
same season of the year. 

Gift-giving time, too, is 
now more likely to be Christ- 
mas Eve, although the tra- 
ditional date in European 
countries once ranged from 
St. Nicholas Eve, December 
5th, to Epiphany Eve, Janu- 
ary 5th. 

Among the many who set 
the trend for Santa Claus is 
the German gift-giver, Kris 
Kringle. The name is a yari- 
ation of Christkind—not the 
Infant Jesus himself, but his 
messenger who came to earth 
at Christmastime. 

Christkind was represent- 
ed by a child dressed in white 
robes, with a crown and wings 
of gold. 

In Japan, the traditional 
gift-giver is a native god, 
Hoteiosho. Represented as 
kindly old man with a pack 
on his back, he is much like 
visions of the traditional 
Santa. 

He is said to have eyes in 
the back of his head, the 
better to see whether boys 
and girls have been naughty 
or nice. 

In Yugoslavia, Grandfath- 
er Frost — “Dede Mraz’ — 
replaces Santa Claus. 

The Yugoslavian trend is 
to combine Christmas and 
New Year holidays, and cele- 
prate them together with 
Grandfather Frost Day.
